Olln?i: The proposed amendment raises new issues with respect to claim 1 since the limitation "a sensor mounted 
in the press apparatus'" was not positively claimed in the finally rejected claim. Furthermore, applicant's arguments that it Is not obvious 
to locate a sensor in the press apparatus are not persuasive since Lange and Moore disclose that the nip of a press apparatus is a 
desirable location for placing a pressure sensor to determine the pressure at the nip as the web travels through the nip. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to relocate the pressure sensor from the roll to the press apparatus since these elements form the nip, which is 
disclosed by Lange and Moore to be a desirable location for a pressure sensor 
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
